‘The Russians are not our friends,” declared 
Senate Majority Leader Mitch McConnell 
(R-Ky) as GOP leaders steered toward a path 
contrasting starkly with the president-elect’s 
belittling dismissal of the spy agency’s assess- 
ment and his past praise for Russian President 
Vladimir Putin. 

The Senate’s intelligence panel, led by 
Richard Burr (R-N.C.), will conduct a bipar- 
tisan inquiry, according to McConnell, who 
also expressed support for a related probe by 
the Armed Services Committee, chaired by 
Sen. John McCain (R-Ariz). Though declining 
to say whether he believes Russia tried tilting

Underscoring the possible collisions ahead 
between Trump and the men leading his party 
in Congress, McConnell and Ryan struck tones 
markedly more confrontational toward Russia 
than he has. 

Trump on Sunday called the CIAs conten- 
tion “ridiculous” and blamed the disclosures 
concerning its assessment on Democrats 
who he said were embarrassed over losing last 
month’s election. 

The chairman of the House Intelligence 
Committee, Rep. Devin Nunes (R-Cali£), re- 
leased a letter Monday to National Intelligence 
Director James Clapper complaining that re- 
cent reports of the CIA’s conclusion clashed 
with Clapper’s prior statement that he lacked 
“good insight” about the connection between

national security issues and is seen by some 
Trump advisers as a candidate to be director 
of national intelligence, overseeing the govern- 
ment’s 17 intelligence agencies. She chaired an 
external CIA advisory board under President 
George W Bush but has not worked for the 
federal government. 

Fiorina said her conversation with Trump in- 
cluded “hacking, whether it’s Chinese hacking 
or purported Russian hacking.” 

The campaign chairman for defeated Demo- 
cratic presidential candidate Hillary Clinton 
urged the Obama administration Monday to 
reveal what it knows about any Russian efforts 
to help Trump win. John Podesta, whose emails 
were stolen and posted online, said the admin- 
istration “owes it to the American people” to 
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Orlitr l>firri>riiTS calliiig for cungTesst^Hial 
investigations of Russia’s role in the elections 
include House Minority Leader Nancy Pelosi 
of California. 

“There must be no equivocation or ignoring 
the seriousness of the intelligence community’s 
conclusion about Russia’s actions,” she said. 

McConnell said he has “the highest confi- 
dence” in US. intelligence agencies and said it 
“defies beHef” that Senate Republicans would 
be reluctant to scrutinize Russian tactics. He 
recounted Russia’s annexation of Crimea from 
Ukraine in 2014, said Baltic nation leaders are 
nervous about Moscow and pointedly praised 
NATO, the alliance that Trump criticized re- 
peatedly during his campaign. 

“I think we ought to approach all of these 
issues on the assumption that the Russians do 
not wish us well,” McConnell said.

Keep it in your 
inside coat pocket or front pants pocket. 

» Pay attention to people with coats and 
other odd items draped over their arms or 
with items covering their face. 

» Avoid crowding the bus or train doors. 
Pickpockets take advantage of crowds and 
usually work in teams of two to four. 

» Pay attention to body contact, such as a 
bump from a stranger.

Toews and Seabrook are 
sick of waiting around

Jonathan Toews has heard the question often 
in the past three weeks: Do you think you’ll 
be healthy enough to play? 

And since Toews hurt his back Nov 23 
against San Jose, the answer has always been 
no. Each time he has to answer negatively it 
gets a little harder. 

“The frustrating thing is you keep getting 
asked the question and you feel like the next 
game is going to be the game you’re getting 
back,” Toews said Sunday “There’s only so 
many times you can keep giving yourself and 
others bad news.” 

There was some good news for Toews and 
the Hawks on Sunday, when he participated 
in the optional morning skate. He did not 
play against the Stars, however, making it nine 
consecutive missed games. The Blackhawks 
have gone 5-2-2 in the nine games since Toews 
went down, earning 12 of a possible 18 points. 

The Hawks also were without defenseman 
Brent Seabrook, who practiced but missed 
his second consecutive game because of an 
apparent head injury He appears close to 
returning on the upcoming three-game road 
trip. Both Seabrook and Toews traveled with 
the team on Monday 

“It is the type of injury that’s really tough,” 
Toews said. “Tbu almost have to sit around 
and wait for it to heal and get better. Some- 
times you feel good and all of a sudden you 
do some little movements here or there that 
seem to just fire everything up. So yeah, I 
guess in that sense it is frustrating.” 

Toews said last week that he would play 
through the injury if this were the playoffs. 
He said Sunday that was still the case, but for 
now he and the Hawks recognize that it’s De- 
cember, and it’s important for Toews to fully 
heal before he returns. 

“There’s not a whole lot of things that any 
of our guys wouldn’t play through,” Toews

said. ‘And for myself in this case, I feel like it’s 
something that when everything’s on the line 
you suck it up and deal with whatever the af- 
termath is in the offseason.
